THE HOME LIFEOF THE PRINCE AND 
PRINCESS AT SANDRINGHAM 


has been so well described in the Silver Wedding 
Number of the Z//ustrated London News, that we 
caunot do better than repeat the terms in which 
the well-informed writer spoke of their Royal 
Highnesses’ homeliness :— 

'The home-life of our Royal family is so essen- 
tially simple that there is little to be said of it. 
The distribution of their year is nearly always 
the same—winter at Sandringham, the London 
season at Marlborough House, and the later 
summer at Abergeldie, with very often a trip to 


the German watering-places or to Denmark: 


such is the scarcely-varying order, with, of 
course, many visits to foreign capitals or English 
country seats interspersed. 


SANDRINGHAM HOUSE, 

in Norfolk, may EC be called the real home 
of the Prince and hisfamily. A large and hand- 
some country-house it is, built on the site of an 
old hall which belonged to Mr. Spencer Cowper, 
and which, in 1862, was bought by the Prince 
for a shooting-box. The estate, 


WHICH cost £220,000, 

consists of about 8000 acres, and is said to be one 
of the best managed in the kingdom. The 
Prince is a good landlord, and the model cottages, 
to which he was able to point with just pride in 
his speech in the House of Lords on tlie housing 
of the Poor, are models indeed. Private owners 
could probably not afford to give their tenants 
quite such dwellings at such rents; but royauté 
oblige, amd they are a very decided step in the 
right direction. In 1883 the Prince opened a 
reading-room and refreshment-room at the 
neighbouring village of West Newton; and

have made her much beloved. His Royal High- 
ness showed his usual sound sense in the choice 
of Sandringham; it is exceedingly well situated 
for the residence of a Prince.

It 
is as though there had been a hailstorm of pretty 
things from Bond-street, from India, from all the 
world, all over the room, and no one had the 
heart to move them. 

THE GREAT HOME-FESTIVITY 
of late years (excepting, of course, the Queen's 
Jubilee, in which more private rejoicings were 
swallowed up in the national demonstration) was 
the coming of age of the Prince's eldest son in 
January, 1885. Sandringham was en fête, and 
great and small were welcomed there, with 
dinners and balls, and Sanger's circus—an enter- 
tainment certainly ealeulated to give the greatest 
happiness to the greatest number. Presents, 
addresses, poured in from all parts, and letters 
innumerable—of which, perhaps, the most solemn 
and touching was 

"ONE FROM MR. GLADSTONE, 
who wrote ** as the oldest among the confidential 
servants of her Majesty." Nothing in the life of 
Prince Albert Victor has lessened the regard 
which the country could not but feel for one 
destined—though in the far future—for so high 
an office; indeed, his career in the Navy and at 
Cambridge has earned him a character for 
amiability and industry not too common in such 
a station. The years of his life which have 
naturally aroused most public interest were those 
spent, 

WITH HIS BROTHER, PRINCE GEORGE, 


‘on board the Bacchante, of whose long cruise 


round the world, to Africa, Asia, America, and 
Australia—when they visited every British colony 
and dependency except New Zealand and 
Canada—their diary, published after their return, 
gave a very full and intelligent account, speaking 
volumes indeed (two very large ones) for their 
industry and interest in their travels. 

THE * SAILOR PRINCES” 


had gone through exactiy the regular course of 
instruction, entering the Navy as cadets, and 
spending their two years on the Britannia, where, 
as on the Bacchante, they were treated just as 
were their comrades, shared their work and their 
sports, and on occasions were victimised by their 
horseplay.

THE ROYAL NAVAL SCHOOL, 
GREENWICH. 


Between Greenwich Hospital and Greenwich 
Park are the spacious grounds and the range of 
buildings occupied by the Royal Naval School, 
which is a 
NURSERY FOR OUR ‘f FUTURE SAILORS.” 
A conspicuous sign of their destination is the 
full-rigged model of a corvette's masts and spars 
and ropes, upon which, at certain times, the boys 
learn to clamber aloft. So long ago as 1712, in 
connection with the asylum for aged or disabled 
seamen of the Navy which was opened in 1705, a 
school was established for the children of pen- 
sioners or other poor seamen. In 1803 there 
were 200 boys and girls receiving education here. 
The Royal Naval Asylum, which maintained 680 
boys and 200 girls, was amalgamated with this 
school in 1821 ; but great changes were effected, 
half a century later, in consequence of the report 
of a committee of inquiry; and it was then de- 
termined that the Royal Naval School should be 
devoted to preparing boys for the naval service. 
They now 
ENTER AT THE AGE OF TEN YEARS, 
and remain until thirteen, when they must either 
become sailors or leave the school. They are 
instructed in the ordinary rudiments of a plain 
and simple education, and in some parts of sea- 
manship, also in various industrial work, cook- 
ing, bread - making, washing, tailoring, and 
carpentry, doing much of the household work of 
the establishment, and repairing, if not making, 
their own clothes. ‘They have a gymnasium, 
well fitted up, and a fine swimming-bath. The 
school is governed by a naval officer, and theie 
is a chaplain, besides an efficient staff of teachers. 
THE NUMBER OF BOYS 

is nearly eleven hundred. The buildings present 
an extended front, consisting of the old ** Queen's 
House"' in the centre, which was begun, as an 
adjunct to Greenwich Palace, by Queen Anne of 
Denmark, and was finished by Queen Henrietta 
Maria, with two wings, united by a colonnade 
180ft. long; beyond this is seen the rising 
ground of Greenwich Park, with the Royal 
Observatory on the hill. 

The drawing we publish this week shows the 
BOYS’ BAND RETURNING FROM CHURCH, ` 
after Sunday morning service. While the boys 
file into church, the band remains outside, play- 
ing very well, and goes in.last.

It was a momentous resolve, for the 
anchors and engines together had failed to save 
the other vessels in the harbour. 

When Captain Kane threw the head of the 
corvette into the.teeth of the storm, and. slipped 
his cables, the Calliope, for an appreciable period 
of time, remained perfectly still. ‘Then she 
gathered headway by inches, and finally moved 
at a snail's pace, past the Trenton. „As the 
Calliope steamed into safety, the 450 men who 
formed the officers and crew of the ‘Trenton, 
though momentarily expecting a fatal disaster 
to themselves, raised a ringing cheer, as a tribute 


to the brave daring of the English commander. |

RESCUE OF THE DANMARK 


PASSENGERS. 


Wz are very glad to hear that the Portuguese 
mail-boat Acor arrived at Lisbon, on April 21, 
from the Azores with forty-two of the crew of 
the Danish steamer Danmark, in charge of Mr. 
Peter Rabsen, the third mate. Mr. Rabsen re- 
ports that on the 4th inst., when about 800 miles 
from Newfoundiand, the Danmark broke her 
shaft. On the following day she fell in with 


THE BRITISH STEAMER MISSOURI, 


of London, bound for Philadelphia, which took 
her in tow till the morning of the 6th, when the 
Danmark appeared to be on the point of sinking. 
The captain thereupon requested that the Dan- 
mark's passengers might be taken on board the 
Missouri,butthelatteronly hadaccommodation for 
twenty. Part of the cargo was, however, thrown 
overboard, and by this means room was made for 
all, about 800 in number. ; 

The Missouri then proceéded to the Azores, 
and, after landing some of the officers and 320 
passengers, continued. her voyage to Philadelphia 
with 340 of the Danmark's passengers, and some 
of the crew to assist in navigating the vessel. 
All the passengers were saved, and only one 
man, the chief engineer, was killed, he being 
found dead in the engine-room at the time of 
the accident. ‘The captain and three engineers 
of the Danmark left the Azores for London on 
the 14th inst. on board a British steamer from 
Demerara,

Her Majesty comes to Buckingham Palace on 
'Tuesday next, and will hold tbe postponed Drawing- 
room on Wednesday, May 1, returning next day to 
Windsor. 


The electric light has been very considerably ex- 
tended in Buckingham Palace. 


I read in a contemporary that the value of the china 
at Buckingham Palace and at Windsor “exceeds 
£200,000." I should think it does, and £400,000 
would not be an extravagant estimate, considering 
that the Stvres dessert-service in the Green Drawing- 
room at Windsor is valued at £100,000, and the Rose 
du Darri vases, in the corridor, at £50,000, while 
there are six Stvres vases at Buckingham Palace for 
wbich there would be an eager competition if they 
were put up to-morrow at £30,000. 


The dining-room at Buckingham Palace, a magni- 
ficent apartment between the ball-room and the blue 
drawing-room, with three immense windows looking 
out over the garden, has been superbly redecorated 
in eream and gold, picked out with blue. One side 
of this room is hung with portraits, of which the 
most notable are the Duchess of Cumberland, the 
Duke of Cumberland, George III., and Queen 
Charlotte, all by Gainsborough. 


I do not see why the publie should not be admitted, 
under reasonable restrictions, to the grounds of 
Buckingham Palace, considering that the Queen 
never by any chance iuhabits that residence for more 
than six daysin the year. ‘These grounds are ex- 

„tensive, and they are very beautiful, being well 
wooded, with a large and picturesque lake, and the 
whole is so dexterously laid out that they seem to be 
of even greater extent. 


The Queen's own rooms at Balmoral, in which she 
breakfasts, works during the morning, and passes the 
evening after leaving the dinner circle, are on the 
first floor; and Sir Henry Ponsonby has a waiting- 
room close at hand. These rooms look to the west, 
and command fine views of the Dee Valley, with the 
mountains in the distance.

Lrr me felicitate Mr. John Hare, in the first 
place, upon his good fortune in commencing 
management on his own account solely m what 
is, I venture to think, at once the most comfort- 
able and the handsomest of London's newest 
theatres. The Garrick, situated in a most ac- 
cessible position at the Trafalgar-square end of 
the New Charing Cross-road, nearly opposite the 
National Gallery, has an imposing exterior. 
This may be judged from the above sketch. I 
spent a portion of Easter Monday afternoon, 
under the courteous guidance of Mr. C. G. 
Compton, in inspecting this exceedingly com- 
modious new playhouse, the design of which 
reflects great credit on the architects, 
Emden and Mr. C. J. Phipps. The builders 
of the Garrick also merit a warm word 
of praise. To Mr. Hare's thoughtful con- 
sideration for the comfort of all classes of 
playgoers may probably be attributed the 
remarkable excellence of the seating accom- 
modation. I tested the gallery, boxes, pit, and 
stalls, and found ease and comfort everywhere. 
The Garrick boasts the best pit in London. 
There are arms to each pit seat, to the side of 
which is attached a leathern loop to hold the 
pittite's umbrella. The decorations are beau- 
tiful. 'lhe rich red of the crimson silk-covered 
seats of the stalls and boxes is sure to 
give a becoming colour to the palest ladies, and 
certainly forms a warm contrast to the elegant 
white and gold embellishments of the theatre. 
The mellow colouring of the Watteau drop- 
curtain, painted by Mr. W. Harford, harmonises 
well with the brilliant auditorium. Equally 
considerate of the comfort of his company— 
generally the last thing a Manager thinks of — 
Mr. Hare has laudably provided his musicians, 
of whom Mr. F. Schening is the conductor, with 
a model orchestra, and the actors and actresses 
with a Green-room and set of dressing-rooms, 
which are beyond question the best in theatre- 
land. Well done, Mr. Hare! May your receipts 
rarely fall below the maximum of £250 a 
night! With justice may the public look 
upon the Garrick Theatre as vieing with 
Mr. Beerbohm Tree's Temple of Comedy in 
being the Théâtre Francais of British dramatic 
art, plus a naturalness very seldom forthcoming 
from the over-polished members of the Comédie 
Française. Since Mr. Hare first won our 
favour by his admirably artistic and natural 
assumptions of. the sleepy Lord in Tom 
Robertson's * Society " and the inimitable 
Sam Gerridge in *''Caste," this supremely 
clever comedian has been consistently true to 
his art, amd has made us his debtors by his 
masterly acting at the St. James's and Court 
Theatres, and by his unrivalled skill as stage- 
manager of comedy. With the heartiest good 
wishes of playgoing London does Mr. Hare 
begin management on his own account. He 
is at home in a temple worthy of his 
art; and hé starts with a new play by Mr.
